THE mad beast of militarism* is sink- 
in* his fans* into Amnrica, 
At first tt.o very horror of the 
war ovnj-ahadowad all else. Everyone 
could see that it was exacjtly the crushing 
methodical preparation for the killing of 
men that made possible and indeed, in- 
evitable, the final bloody climax, and 
there was unanimous condemnation of all 
inaking ready for war. 

Now familiarty is breeding acquies- 
cence. Some infection of the martial spirit 
has crossed the Atlantic. American jin- 
goes are preaching the need of military 
preparations. 

Powerful newspapers, politicians and 
paid agents of the armament trust, with 
the blood-lusting snobs of the army and 
navy clique are crying for more battle- 
ships and whispering of the need of a 
great standing army. That whisper will 
soon become a scream for the whole 
military mess. 

If we would avoid the crushing brutal- 
izing grip of this beast upon American 
life it will demand every atom of militant 
determined energy of the Socialist move- 
ment of this country. There must be no 
compromise on this thing. The hell of 
the European war is already paved too 
deep with the good intentions and com- 
promising performances of Socialists.

MILITARISM AND SOCIALISM. 

There is ao room in the same world for 
militarism and Socialism. When one comes 
in the other must go out Militarism is 
a beast that must either be driven into 
the outer darkness or permitted to devour 
all that is worth while in society. 

This is the first and biggest fact of all, 
that miUtarigm enaWNt* ~be adopted in 
small doses. The essence of miUtarism in 
competition and tna «jnd of competition 
must always be the power to crush all 
rivals. A partial ineffective militarism is 
like a gun in the hands of a tenderfoot 
in a frontier camp,— an urgent invitation 
to be killed. 

Militarism is a beast that makes the 
food he feeds and grows upon, and he 
eats until he bestrides his world. If we 
are to have armies or navies we must 
have the strongest in the world, or they 
are worse than useless, a mere bid for 
destruction. 

There can be no talk of a "democratic" 
army, or a M citizen M army. These things 
have never existed. This war has shown 
that every step towards that end spells 
weakness, and strength is the be all and 
only end of militarism. 



and death in time of war must be con- 
fided to a military clique. These chosen 
pets of armament rings and ruling exploi- 
ters must be given the right to strike 
when they see fit Otherwise they may 
not be able to involve the nation at war 
at the most advantageous moment and 
gain such an advantage as Japan had 
when she struck the Russian fleet, or 
Germany when she swept down upon Bel- 
gium, or the United States when it sent 
the fleet to Vera Crux. 

This spirit of autocracy must not oe 
curbed in time of peace lest it fail to act 
ruthlessly in time of war. Initiative and 
independence must be crushed, for the 
spirit of militarism is unquestioning, 
blind obedience. 

To better inculcate this spirit the 
epaulettcd snob must be made the social 
hero and given full scope to show his 
superiority. He must be permitted to 
kick workingmen, sabre civilians and out- 
rage the women of the working class 
without interference. Similar privileges 
in a less degree must be extended to all 
uniformed brutes. Otherwise the common 
soldiers might forget that they are 
trained dogs who must bite only when 
ordered, and never snap at their trainers. 

The conscripted army is superior in 
killing power to either the volunteer or 
the hired assasin. Therefore let us have 
conscription. If we do not our neighbors 
will, and our armament will be but an ag- 
gravation inviting assault and destruc- 
tion.

breed hatred of other races and peoples. 
We must preach "manifest destiny and 
"benevolent assimilation", and the high 
character of our "culture", until we have 
reached a degree of insane egoism where 
we are anxious to whip all the world. 

The grand purpose of wholesale munler 
and national aggrandisement justifies nil 
means.

If we once enter this rond we must not, ■ 
cannot dare not stop while a single re-> 
source remains unsacrificcd to the beast. 1 
Else by just that thing withHd wo may 
be less strong than the neighbor we defy 
and taunt to mutual slaughter. !

ORGANIZED TO KILL. 
Autocracy is the foundation of efficient 
organization for killing. The power of life 



favor the professional killer. It must be 
made noble and heroic for strong men to 
drop bombs from the sky upon tilt heads, 
of unresisting women and children, but 
torture and ignominous death must be 
meted out to the civilian who resists the 
uniformed ruffians who break open his 
home to destroy his little possessions and 
assault his wife and daughter.

We can travel this road to the bloody 
pit that is its end or we can turn ahov.t 
and travel the road that leads to human 
brotherhood, mutual democracy and 
equality, international solidarity and co- 
operation and a world of free and happy 
men and women.

It is ci]i«ally true that whoever would 
strike this thing that has blotched the 
history of mankind with blood, and has 
now plunged half the world into a gory 
carnival of death must work with the 
Socialists. 

Moreover we must work quickly, for 
the beast is now within our gates.

If aot tke govcralag claeaea, tkat h aiaa 
Ity ran not endure wart aa they have cone ta be. 

Tbe result of this war most tell tbe proletariat that Ha claaa caa aot. la the latere* of Its owa 
strengthening, say longer sued wars aa they have roue to be. Tbe result of this war must tall tke pro- 
letariat or all co nt ties that nationalism > Ita coasequenoes. bow •iperleaeed readers Impossible tka 
establishment of International co-operatioa la effective production of necessaries for deeeat Ufa. 

If at tke end of the war tbe Socialists of tbe eoaa tries at war. aad those of the countries which r y s te ad 
neutral, recognise these result* of nationalism, they will aalte their efforts la aiaklag the terms of pea ce 
the starting point of the sbandonmeat of aatfcmal armaments. Tbe nest peace will be bo thing more tkaa 
aa armistice. If It does aot prepare tke way to tke abandoameat of anas. 

It is oa this basis that tbe Socialists of all eoaatrtee will have to )ota. at the end of tbla war. Tka 
"jesttoB Is aot whether they will be strong enough to enforce this heals of peace upon the peacemakiag 
countries. The question Is whether they will realise that this basis Is essential for the development of la- 
ternatlonal Socialism. 

We have at our International congresses, repeatedly taken a position against wars arlelag trots 
capitalist Interests. Our Basel congress aanouaced our determination to make use of all effective meaaa, 
without eiceptlon. la tbe war against war. The horror of a European war, tke possibility of which Ailed 
that congress with anguish, has slnee come over us. 

The European war has not found the proletariat sufficiently strong to prevent It. Bat It has taught aa 
tbe lesson— a cruel lesson it Is— that wars caa aot be prevented if they have come near at hand. The lesson 
Is. that wars most be forestalled In preventing preparation for them, by directing all the force of the 
proletariat against national armaments. 

Tbe Socialist action against militarism, has In eoir>.-» countries on tbe European continent, taken the 
form of advocating the "armed nation" as an alternative to standing armies la the service of the govcralag 
classes. Tbe present war puts the queettoa. whether this form of lighting the militarist system should be 
ccutlnued aad generally adopted. 

Tbe present war la a "war of machines.** It Is many times more murderous thsn previous wars, bat 
It hills la accordaace with the rules of technical science. This development of msrfare throws new light 
00 tbe system of the "armed nation." 

"The "armed nation" now and hence forth meant a nation equipped with all the war-machinery kamaa 
spirit baa Invented for the destruction of mankind — mankind on the other side of tbe frontier. 

It will thus become a point of dlacuselon between 8oclaH.it*. whether the plan of the "armed natloa M 
to Sght militarism may still bold good. We have personally little doubt that the issue of such dlscassloa 
will lead to the giving ap of the plan of the "armed nation" and the adoption of the position of antagonism 
to all systems of aatloual armaments. 



We do aot meaa to attempt to establish aew tactics for International Socialism In a few lines. But wo 
think H Is clear, that tbe position International 80CUI Uin finds Itself In at present, can not be explalaed 
without admitting that Batloaaltsm haa been shown to huvc still a strong grasp on the very large majority 
of the various nattoaal populations. Including Social lits. 

It does aot seem likely that the adoption of a so me whs t different method In the preparation of aa* 
tloaal armament*, the method where tbe machinery of war would still he the same, but where only the drill- 
ing of the army aad Ita conduct would be on opposite lines to that of standing armies would do away with 
the effect of all aaUoaal armamenta— the effect of opposing one nation against the other, it seems more 
likely, that the "war against war" must be effectively curried on by lighting all systems of national arm- 
aa.ent

The huge organisation of capitalists of various countries, have well atarted International combination 
aad have thereby achieved la several Instances— In Morocco. Asia Minor, China and South America, the 
same exteasloa of capitalist exploitation, which war faring Imperialism could have obtained. 

These Instances show that while admitting the Imperialist tendencies which result from capitalism, 
war between industrial nations 1* no lunger InevHaM*. The («! of this modern development will give 
strength to the Socialist actloa. If the Socialists take a Arm position agalast all systems of national ann- 
ameata. 

The terms off peace therefore must be baaed upon the abandonment of armaments. This Is the aad at 
which later eat toaal Socialism must aim.
